THOUSANDS

s u Petersburg. Dec. 2G.—Direct tele- 
traphle communication with 
Moscow 
was severed 
Sunday night, but 
the 
government 
succeeded 
in 
restoring 
communication by a roundabout route 
Monday. All reports agree that 
the 
fighting 
assumed 
the 
nature of a 
butchery by the machine guns of the 
artillery, grape and canister being em- 
ployed 
mercilessly against 
the ill- 
armed Insurgents. 


Atrocious tales are told of the Cos- 
sacks 
who, plied with 
vodka until 
drunk, fired down the streets, some- 
times charging with lances. The in- 
surgents 
displayed 
great 
stubbora- 
ness In holding barricades, even ad- 
vancing in a mass to the slaughter. 
At the same time bombs were thrown 
from the windows of houses near the 
barricades 
occupied by the 
revolu- 
tionists. 


The artillery was 
summoned 
and 
battered the houses to pieces. 
The 
plan of the insurgents, it is stated, is 
to hold the oirtskirts and gradually en- 
close the troops in the center of the 
city. Leaders announce that an army 
of 30,000 is concentrated at Orechoff- 
sueff, northeast of Moscow, and will 
soon be ready to inarch to the city's 
assistai^cc. The latest report is that 
both 5idos 
were 
oxhnusted at mid: 
niiïht Sunday, when 
firing 
practically 
ceased. The streots were in absolute 
(iarknosH, save fof searchlights in the 
towers of bivouacs behind barricades. 


Preparations for the struggle were 
made on an elaborate scale. 
Twenty- 
five 
thousand 
troops were 
massed, 
machine guns were placed on the hl£;h 
walls of the Kremlin, and even in the 
Bteeples of churches. Massive towers 
of the 'Chinese wall bristled with wea- 
pons. 
Troops of Cossacks 
clattered 


through the streets. 


Marched In Face of Death. 


Into this very hell of death marched 
a procession of revolutionists. 
They 
carried red ilap:s and chanted 
those 
revolutionary dirgos that one day will 
be the dirges of the Russian nation. 
When this mass of patriots had reach- 
ed a point in Red Square where their 
position could be swept by the ma- 
chine guns, and where Cossacks could 
charge advantageously, the mailed fist 
«triiclî. 


Thousands Slaughtered. 


The ensuing slaughter was diaboll- 
caí. Casualties numbered 
thousands. 
Dead men were piled high. 
Among 
these were many of the czar's 
fighting 
men, for the 
revolutionists had come 
prepared to resist attack. 


This was Saturday. 
As night ap- 
proached the populace grew more bold. 
The rattle drumming of machine guns 
and the booming of cannon were an- 
swered by the clatter of 
musketry. 
Shrapnel 
was 
responded 
to 
with 
bombs. Buildings were toppling into 
ruin on all sides. Among the first to 
be split asunder by a bomb was the 
headquarters of the polico. 


Crouching 
figures 
were to be seen 
running network barbed wire across 
the streets. Into these the cursing Cos- 
casks 
plunged 
unawares, 
bleeding 
horses adding their screams to the 
frightful din of death. 


Sunday's dawn witnessed a renewal 
of the carnage. Barricades, consisting 
of boxes, barrels, and even furniture 
hauled from the mean little homes of 
the rebels, were thrown up at many 
strategic points. It was apparent from 
the outset that the fighting movements 
of the rebels were directed by some 
man trained in the ways of warfare. 


At each repulse the ranks of the in- 
surgentis seemed to be re-peopled as if 
by 
magic. 
Grim-faced, 
bare-headed 
men. with brawny arms and 
bushy 
beards, sprang from cellarways, drop- 
ped from upper windows and seemed 
to rise out of the very ground. Every 
gap in the ranks of the rebels was 
filled in the twinkling of an eye. 


One of the most desperate conflicts 
took place 
at the 
Triumphal 
Arch, 
scene of so many gorgeous spectacles 
of state In the glorious old days when 
Moscow was the seat of monarchy. 


Students Mowed Down. 


Here the soldiers, backed by ma- 
chine guns perched In steeples of near- 
by cathedrals, charged upon a body of 
student mllltla. These young fellows 
were well arm^d and perfectly trained, 
so that it was not surprising that after 
a ferocious jencounter they were able 
to drive back the czar's butchers. But

"At an early hour this morning the

A 
scarcity of provisions is threatened."

butchery by the machine guns of the 
artillery, grape and canister being em­ 
ployed 
mercilessly against 
the ill­ 
armed Insurgents. 
Atrocious tales are told of the Cos­ 
sacks 
who, plied with 
vodka until 
drunk, fired down the streets, some­ 
times charging with lances. The in­ 
surgents 
displayed 
great 
stubborn­ 
ness in holding barricades, even ad­ 
vancing in a mass to the slaughter. 
At the same time bombs were thrown 
from the windows of houses near the 
barricades 
occupied by the 
revolu­ 
tionists. 
The artillery was 
summoned and 
battered the houses to pieces. 
The 
plan of the insurgents, it is stated, is 
to hold the oijtskirts and gradually en­ 
close the troops in the center of the 
city. Leaders aainounce that an army 
of 30,000 is concentrated at Orechoff- 
sueff, northeast of Moscow, and will 
soon be ready to inarch to the city*s 
assiKtarcc. Tho latest report is that 
both sides 
were 
exhausted at mid: 
niïîht Sunday, when firing practically 
ceased. The streets were in absolute 
darknosB, save fof searchlights in the 
tow'ers of bivouacs behind barricades. 
Preparations for the struggle were 
ma,de on an elaborate scale. 
Twenty- 
five thousand troops were 
massed, 
machine guns w^ere placed on the high 
walls of tho Kremlin, and even in the 
steeples of churche«. Massive towers 
of the 'Chinese wall bristled with wea- 
pons. 
Troops of Cossacks 
clattered 
through the streets. 
Marched In Face of Death. 
Into this very hell of death marched 
a procession of revolutionists. 
They 
carried red flags and chanted those 
revolutionary dirgos that one day will 
be the dirges of the Russian nation. 
When this mass of patriots had reach­ 
ed a point in Red Square where their 
I>ositlon could be swept by the ma­ 
chine guns, and w'here Cossacks could 
cha^^ge advantageously, the mailed fist 
struck. 
Thousands Slaughtered. 
The ensuing slaughter was diaboll- 
caí. Cssualtles numbered thousands. 
Dead men were piled high. Among 
these were many of the czar’s fighting 
men, for ^che revolutionists had come 
prepared to resist attack. 
This w’as Saturday. 
As night ap­ 
proached the populace grew more bold. 
The rattle drumming of machine guns 
and the booming of cannon were an­ 
swered by the clatter of musketry. 
Shrapnel 
was 
responded 
to 
with 
bombs. Buildings were toppling into 
ruin on all sides. Among the first to 
be split asunder by a bomb was the 
headquarters of tho polico. 
Crouching figures were to be seen 
running network barbed wire across 
the streets. Into these the cursing Cos- 
casks 
plunged 
unawares, 
bleeding 
horses adding their screams to the 
frightful din of death. 
Sunday’s dawn witnessed a renewal 
of the carnage. Barricades, consisting 
of boxes, barrels, and even furniture 
hauled from the mean little homes of 
the rebels, w^ere thrown up at many 
strategic points. It was apparent from 
the outset that the fighting movements 
of the rebels were directed by some 
man trained in the ways of warfare. 
At each repulse the ranks of the in­ 
surgents seemed to be re-peopled as if 
by 
magic. 
Grlm-faced, 
bare-headed 
men, with brawny arms and bushy 
beards, sprang from cellarways, drop­ 
ped from upper windows and seemed 
to rise out of the very ground. Every 
gap in the ranks of the rebels was 
filled in the twinkling of an eye. 
One of the most desperate confiicts 
took place at the Triumphal Arch, 
«cene of ao many gorgeous spectacles 
of state in the glorious old days when 
Moscow was the seat of monarchy. 
Students Mowed Down. 
Here the soldiers, backed by ma­ 
chine guns perched In steeples of near­ 
by cathedrals, charged upon a body of ' 
student miiltla. These young fellows 
were well armed and perfectly trained, 
so that It w^as not surprising that after 
a ferocious encounter they were able 
to drive back the czar's butchers. But

ns tho rnnks of the students were well 
nLirh depleted. 
Co«;sncks meanwhile were resorting 
to tho customary tactics in endeavor- 
tng to keep tho streets cleftr.

FIGHTING CONTINUES 


Casualties Already Hstimated at 5000 
Killed and 14,000 Wounded. 
Tjondon, Doc. 26.—The correspond­ 
ent of the Daily Telegraph at St. Pe­ 
tersburg, in a dispatch, time 6.45 p. m., 
Dec. 25, says: 
*V\t an early hour this morning the 
casualties at Moscow were estimated 


at 500n killed and 14.000 w^oundcd. with 
the fighting still proceeding. 
“It is impossible to move about the 
city in consequence of the frequency 
of stray bullets. Many innocent per­ 
sons have been accidentally killed. A 
scarcity of provisions is threatened.** 
The same correspondent, telegraph­ 
ing at 10.33 p. m. says: “Your Moscow 
correspondent, telegraphing at 10.38 
p. m„ says: 
'Your MoscoV correspondent’s tel­ 
egrams have not been accepted, be­ 
cause all private messages were re­ 
fused this afternoon. It is learned, 
however, that cannon firing is now 
proceeding in various parts of the city. 
Near the raill’oad stations the barri­ 
cades erected by the revolutionaries 
are being desperately defended. The 
Kursk terminus at Moscow is being 
pillaged, and maiiy wagons laden with 
provisions are being looted. 
" *For every barricade destroyed on 
Sunday two or three appeared in other 
places. Orders were given by the revo­ 
lutionists to shoot only when there 
was 
good 
hope of bringing a man 
down, but otherwise to tire out the 
triK)ps until they lost patience, 
. 
the meantimo In their houses 
tiie bulk of the population cow^ers in 
the Inmost recesses of kitchens and 
cellars, stricken with fear and trem­ 
bling at every boom of th^ cannon or 
the explosion of à bomb. 
‘The most surprising thing of all 
is the loyalty of the troops, which no­ 
body here anticipated.* " 


WIDOW MURDERED AND ROBBED 


Was Found In Her Home With Her 
Head Badly Battered. 
Williamsport, Pa-, Dec. 22. — Mrs. 
Sarah Whitmire, a wldow^ aged 53 
years, w^as murdered in her home near 
the village of Muncy Valley, Sullivan 
county. Robbery is believed to have 
been the motive. Mrs. Whitmlde lived 
alone. The crime was discovered by 
Charles Flick, of Penn township, who 
late at night sought shelter at the 
hou.se from a storm. No one answering 
his knock on the door, he entered and 
found Mr,s. Whitmire lying in a pool 
of blood, with her head badly battered. 
The sitting room of the housô showed 
evidence of a struggle. Mrs. Whitmire 
was alive, but unconscious, and died 
before 
medical aid 
could be sum­ 
moned. 
That robbery was the motive 
for the crime was evident from the 
fact that every closet and drawer in 
the house was open and ransacked.

He became angry because his sleep 
had been disturbed, and was In the 
act of striking his wife when the son 
stopped the blow. This Interference 
enraged the husband, who struck the 
son ,and the latter retaliated by hit­ 
ting his father. The elder Pollock fell 
backward and sustained a fracture of 
the skull by his head striking the 
kitchen stove.

Prepare a chestnut Ice cream (for 
two quarts). Peel and roast 
white, 
eighteen 
large 
chesnuts, 
boiluntil 
thoroughly done in a 
sirup,

sixteen yolks of eggs, the sirup and a 
pint of milk; add tw.elve ounces ot 
powdered sugar, and a vanilla bean 
cut in short pieces.

fine sieve, add a quart of raw cream, 
mix thoroughly.

Whore are the tens of thousands of 
porsons who nre alleged to be the vic- 
tims 
of 
"patent*' modlrinos? 
That 
they do not exist nt all is the conclu- 
sion reached by a Ghioacco statislioian 
who has compiled figures relating to 
the injury or death of person» from the 
use, or aeeidontal misuse of drugs, poi- 
sons and modioines. 


It has been charged by one or two 
Eastern magazines that "patenr' me<l- 
iclnes are injuring those who use them 
and. as these statements are to be used 
as argnmont.5 for the passage, at the 
next legislative session, of laws pro- 
hibiting the sale of these medlolnes 
the figures of the Chicago statistician 
are of unusual interest and importance. 


That less than one-twentieth as many 
porsons are Injured by the use of all 
"patent" medicines, of which it has 
been possible to learn the trade name, 
or the name of the manufacturer, as 
are injiired by carbolic acid alone, is 
one of the facta proven. Carbolic acid 
is never mentioned in the attacks, prob- 
ably for the reason that it is exclu- 
sively employed in medication by the 
regular "schools of medicine/' and does 
not enter into competition with them, 
as do the "patent" medicines. 


The compilation covers 697 cases, re 
ported In the newspapers of the coun- 
try during the period between June 25 
and November 1. 
As the services of 
numerous press clipping bureaus wore 
engaged to furnish clippings of cases 
of-poisoning there is reasonable assur- 
ance that every poisoning case that has 
occurred has entered Into the compila- 
tion. 


None of the G97 cases is a case of sui- 
cide, or attempted «uiclde, or a case 
wherein a drug or poison was used 
with criminal intent. 
The cases are 
actually those of poisoning by the use 
or 
accidental 
misuse 
of 
medicines, 
drugs or poisons, and death and in- 
Jury by malpractice. 
Of these cases 
203 were fatal. 192 being fatal to adults 
and 101 to children. 


Of forty cases of alleged malpractice 
eleven were fatal and twenty involved 
criminal operations. 
Of six cases In- 
volving "patent" medicines, the trade 
name of -which could be learned after 
diligent inquiry, five were fatal. 
Four 
were cases where overdoses were tak- 
er ; two were cases -where the medi- 
ci nes had been carelessly left within 
the reach of children, who. childlike, 
ate or drank the contents of the pack- 
age. 


There is not a recorded case where 
injury was caused by use, according to 
directions, of "patent" medicines, but 
there are recorded cases -where pre- 
scriptions have been written or filled 
wrong. 


In 212 of the G97 cases the wrong 
medicine was taken, or poison 
was 
taken in mistaice for medicine. 
In 20S 
cases bottles wore left within the reach 
of children, and in 9G cases overdoses 
were taken by mistake. 


Carbolic acid figures in 141 of the 
cases, or in one case in every five. It 
was fatal in 52 cases. 
Of these fatal 
oases 32 were adults and 20 children. 
It 
was 
administered by mistake of 
nurses three times; one old gentleman 
carrying a bottle of it fell, broaking 
the bottle, the contents of which seri- 
ously burned him. 
One little girl, in 
play, rubbed it on the faces of her 
playmates, ail being seriously burned. 


Morphine ranked 
second "svltli 60 
cases, 46 of which were fatal; 38 to 
adults and eight to children. 
It was 
taken by mistake six times, and left 
within the reach of children 20 times. 
Overdoses were taken 40 times. 23 of 
the persons included In the 40 being 
habitues. 
It was administered, direct, 
by a physician once; was administered 
to a child by .in older cl'ild once, and 
administered by 
a medical 
student 
three times. 


Laudanum ranks third with 43 cases; 
10 fatal, 12 adults and four children. 
It was taken by mistake 16 times, left 
where children could get It 10 times, i 
and overdoses were taken 17 limes. 


Strychnine ranks fourth 
with 
24 | 
cases; 15 fatal, five to adults and 10 to 
children. 
It was taken by 
mistake 
seven times; left in roach of children 
11) tiinps and administered by mistake 
of parent once. 


Ammonia rasks fifth wììh 14 casos; 
none fatal. 
It was taken by mistake 
for meit'. 'ine 10 times, and left within 
the reach of children four times. 


Three deaths were caused by the use 
of bay rum as a beverage, Nino deaths 
ineariy twice as many as can be at- 
tributed to all the "patent" medicines) 
were caused by the nse of Florida wat- 
er as a'beverage. 


Fly poison figures in 15 cases, and 
caused death in five, being responsible 
for more cases and as many deaths as 
ail the "patent" medicines. 


Lye was taken by mistake for medi- 
cine five times, and was taken by chil- 
dren eight times, being responsible for 
three deaths. 
There were 34 cases of 
ptomaine poisoning, resulting in nine 
deaths. 


Practically every know poison enters 
Into the 697 cases, and the 
figures 
show conclusively that "patent" medi- 
cines. while they are vastly ahead in 
the number of times used in the aver- 
age household, are far behind wh^n It

Whoro are tht> ten* of thousands of 
porsons who are alleged to be tho vic­ 
tims 
of 
“patent** minlirinos? 
That 
they do not exist at all is tho conclu­ 
sion reached by a Chicago statistician 
who has compiled figures relating to 
the injury or death of person» from the 
use, or aooidental misuse of drugs, poi­ 
sons and medicines. 
It has been charged by one or two 
Eastern magazines that “patent*' me<l- 
icines are injuring those who use them 
and. as these statements are to be used 
as arguments for the passage, at the 
next legislative session, of laws pro­ 
hibiting the sale of these medicines 
the figures of the Chicago statistician 
are of unusual interest and importance. 
That less than one-twentieth as many 
persons are injured by the use of all 
“patent*' medicines» of Avhich it has 
been possible to learn the trade name, 
or the name of the manufacturer, as 
are injured by carbolic acid alone, is 
one of the facts proven. Carbolic acid 
Is never mentioned in the attacks, prob­ 
ably for the reason that it is exclu­ 
sively employed in medication by the 
regular “schools of medicine.*’ and does 
not enter into competition Avith them, 
as do the “patent” medicines. 
The compilation covers 697 cases, re 
ported in the newspapers of the coun­ 
try during the period betw^een June 25 
and November 1. 
As the services of 
numerous press clipping bureaus were 
engaged to furnish clippings of cases 
of poisoning there is reasonable assur­ 
ance that every poisoning case that has 
occurred has entered into the compila­ 
tion. 
None of the G97 cases is a case of sui­ 
cide, or attempted suicide, or a case 
wherein a drug or poison was used 
w'ith criminal intent. 
The cases are 
actually those of poisoning by the use 
or accidental misuse of medicines, 
drugs or poisons, and death and in­ 
jury by malpractice. 
Of these cases 
293 were fatal. 192 being fatal to adults 
and 101 to children. 
Of forty cases of alleged malpractice 
eleven were fatal and twenty involved 
criminal operations. 
Of six cases in­ 
volving “patent*' medicines, the trade 
name of w^hich could be learned after 
diligent inquiry, five were fatal. Four 
were cases where overdoses w'ere tak­ 
er : two were cases wiiere the medi­ 
ci nes had been carelessly left within 
the reach of children, Avho. childlike, 
ate or drank the contents of the pack­ 
age. 
There Is not a recorded case where 
injury was caused by use, according to 
directions, of “patent*' medicines, but 
there are recorded cases w’here pre­ 
scriptions have been written or filled 
wrong. 
In 212 of the G97 cases the wrong 
medicine was taken, or poison was 
taken in mistake for medicine. 
In 208 
cases bottles were left within the reach 
of children, and in 9G cases overdoses 
were taken by mistake. 
Carbolic acid figures in 141 of the 
cases, or in one case in every five. It 
was fatal in 52 cases. 
Of these fatal 
cases 32 were adults and 20 children. 
It 
was 
administered by mistake of 
nurses three times; one old gentleman 
carrying a bottle of it fell, breaking 
tho bottle, the contents of which seri­ 
ously burned him. 
One little girl, in 
play, rubbed it on the faces of her 
playmates, all being seriously burned. 
Morphine ranked second with 6G 
cases, 46 of which were fatal; 38 to 
adults and eight to children. 
It was 
taken by mistake six times, and left 
within the reach of children 20 times. 
Overdoses were taken 40 times. 23 of 
the persons included in the 40 being 
habitues. 
It was administered, direct, 
by a physician once; w^as administered 
to a child by an older cl'ild once, and 
administered by 
a medical 
student 
three times. 
Laudanum ranks third with 43 cases; 
10 fatal, 12 adults and four children. 
It Avas taken by mistake IG times, left 
where children could get it 10 times, i 
and overdoses w^re takeji 17 times. 
Strychnine ranks fourth 
wWh 
24 • 
cases; 15 fatal, five to adults and 10 to ; 
children. 
It Avas taken by mistake 
seven times; left in reach of children 
]i) times and administered by mistake 
of parent once. 
Ammonia rasks fifth sviih 14 cases; 
none fatal. 
It Avas taken by mistake 
for me<i'. ’ine 10 times, and left within 
the reach of children four times. 
Three deaths were caused by the use 
of bay rum as a beverage. Nine deaths 
(nearly twice as many as can be at­ 
tributed to all the “patent** medicines) 
were caused by the use of Florida 'wat­ 
er as a ^beverage. 
Fly poison figures in 15 cases, and 
caused death in five, being responsible 
for more cases and as many deaths as 
all the “patent^’ medicines. 
Lye w^as taken by mistake for medi­ 
cine five times, and was taken by chil­ 
dren eight times, being responsible for 
three deaths. There were 34 cases of 
ptomaine poisoning, resulting in nine 
deaths. 
Practically every know poison enters 
into the C97 cases, and the figures 
show conclusively that “patent*' medi­ 
cines, w'hile they are vastly ahead in 
the number of times used in the aver­ 
age household, are far behind when it

Dead Baby Found. 


Our neighboring borough, McSherrys- 
town, was thrown into a state of excite- 
ment Wednesday evening by the report, 
which spread rapidly, of the iinding of a 
prematurely-born babe at Sand Hill, along 
the Hanover road, in Conewago township. 


The ghastly discovery was made by sev- 
eral school boys, who, on their way home, 
Avhile passing over the hill, saw a bundle 
lying in one of the sand holes. 
A scram- 
ble was made for possession of the bundle, 
and on picking it up the paper covering 
tore, and the body of a male child rolled 
to the ground. 
The gruesome find great- 
ly irightened the boys, but only for a mo- 
ment. 
They at once spread the report 
and in a short while a crowd had gather- 
ed on the scene. The dead infant was 
taken to a home on North street and later 
was placed in charge of constable Dough- 
erty, pending an inquest by Squire V. H. 
Lilly. fThere is no clue to the perpetrator 
of this outrage, but it is supposed that the 
bundle containing the child was deliber- 
ately throw^n from a team in passing over 
the hill sometime during the early after- 
noon. Mr. Conley, who wwksat the 
Keagy sand hole, said he passed the place 
after dinner and there was no bundle there 
at that time. 
A thorough investigation 
will be made and an effort naade to bring 
the guilty one to justice. 


A parrllel case caused a sensation at 
McSherrystown two or three yeai^s ago. 
An infant was found at the same place at 
that time, though no clue was ever discov- 
ered as to the perpetrator. 


At the inquest held by Justice ot the 
Peace V. H. Lilly the following jury was 
empaneled—Lewis E. Martin, foreman ; 
George Ackerman, Joseph Ackerman, 
John D. Frock, Gregory Hagerman and 
Joseph German.

Dead Baby Found« 
Our neighboring borough, McSherrya- 
town, was thrown into a state of excite­ 
ment Wednesday evening by the report, 
w’hich spread rapidly, of the finding of a 
prematurely-born babe at Sand Hill, along 
the Hanover road, in Conewago township. 
The gbastly discovery was made by sev­ 
eral school boys, who, on their way home, 
while passing over the hill, saw a bundle 
lying in one of the sand holes. A scram­ 
ble was made for possession of the bundle, 
and on picking it up the paper covering 
tore, and the body of a male child rolled 
to the ground. The gruesome find great­ 
ly trightened the boys, but only for a mo­ 
ment. They at once spread the report 
and in a short while a crowd had gather­ 
ed on the scene. The dead infant was 
taken to a home on North street and later 
was placed in charge of constable Dough- 
erty, pending an inquest by Squire V. H, 
Lilly, fThere is no clue to the perpetrator 
of this outrage, but it is supposed that the 
bundle containing the child was deliber­ 
ately thrown from a team in passing over 
the hill sometime during the early after­ 
noon, Mr, Conley, who works at the 
Keagy sand hole, said he passed the place 
after dinner and there was no bundle there 
at that time, A thorough investigation 
will be made and an effort made to bring 
the guilty one to justice.

nificent Union. 
Without the» Constitution the Declaration becomes ot little 
value. 
The 17th day of Sei!:jtember should be observed with patriotic ven­ 
eration. 
The great instrument of italionality, for the preservation of which hun­ 
dreds of thousands ot our loyaD citizens gave their lives, ceased to be an ex­ 
periment after nearly eig;hty yaars of test and strain. 
It has meant far 
more since 18C5 than before the final overthrow of the doctrine of state 
rights, and it will mean still more to us with each coming year. 
Intelligent 
citizens ought to be perfectly familiar not only with its spirit, bQt with every 
section and clause. It' certainly is well worth an hour’s time on every an­ 
niversary of its adoption by the members of the constitutional convention 
to study it carefully and weigh just how near our government at Washington 
comes to respecting its imperative provisions.—Harper's Weekly.

Alule Judicially DeoUrea Treacheronii« 
The Western Missouri Court of Ap- 
peals has decided that a mule is a 
treacherous and vicious animal, and 
that so well known is this fact that if a 
workman is injured because of those 
traits of disposition in the mule, the 
employer cannot plead ignorance of the 
mule's nature as a defense. 


This decision was made in thè case 
of Pete Borden against the Falle Con- 
struction Company. 
Borden worked 
for the company. Ho Avent beneath a 
heavy machine on wheels to hook a 
chain. A span of raules was hitched 
to the machine, and while Borden was 
beneath it the driver of tlie mules was 
ordered by the superintendent to go be- 
neath the machine to help Borden, 
Thereupon the mules started and one 
of the machine's wheels ran over Bor- 
den's foot and crushed it. Ho sued 
the Falk company and obtained Judg- 
ment that was affirmed by the Court 
of Appeals, which says: 


•'The mule is a domestic animal 
whose treacherous and vicious nature 
is so generally known that even courts 
may take notice of it. The company 
cannot be heard to claim that it did 
not know of the treacjierous and unre- 
liable qualities of this animal. It 
seems to us that the defendant was 
guilty of grossest negligence in order- 
ing the teamster to assist Border, Any 
man of ordinary prudence, under such 
circumstances, would have not only 
placed himself in front of the mulea, 
but he would with his hands have 
firmly grappled and held the bridle 
bits of each of them,''—^lavRjand 
Leader,

Telephoning to New Orleans. 


The new telephone line of the Illi- 
nois Central Railroad has been com- 
pleted from Chicago to New Orleans 
and put in operation. 
The length of 
the New Orleans line, which runs in a 
zigzag direction by way of Memphis, 
is 933 miles. 
Lines already are in 
operation between Chicago and East 
St, Louis, as far as Dubuque on the 
way to Omaha, and Fulton on the way 
to Louisville. 
Men are at work on 
these other lines, and when completed 
the system will cover approximately 
2,500 miles. 
This work ñas been go- 
ing on since last February, and üp to 
July 1 had cost something over $114,- 
000. The system is a copper metallic 
circuit throughout. 
A good deal oí 
discussion is going on among railroad 
men as to whether it pays to go to the 
expense of putting in such a system 
when telegraphic facilities are at hand, 
but the Illinois 
Central officials be- 
lieve in it. 
The system is expected 
to be of practical service in case of 
wrecks, as well as in keeping the va- 
rious railroad points in close touch 
with one another. 
At any point be- 
tween the regular stations a receiving 
and transmitting station apparatus can 
be attached to the line and communi- 
cation at onco established. A crew of 
men in coming north from New Orl- 
eans with apparatus.testing the capac- 
ity of the lines at various points for the 
purpose of communicating wreck news.

Power From Draining Cainal. 


City Electrician Ellicott has a plan 
for developing the electric power of 
:he Chicago Drainage Canal water power 
whereby the city can get the use of it 
and yet not be compelled to pay the 
cost of installation. 
It has been 
talked of considerably before and Is 
bused on the installation of the plant 
by a private company, to which the 
city will obligate itself to pay enough 
rental to insure the payment of divi- 
dends on the investment. 
Mr. Elli- 
cott figures that what the city now 
pays for electric light and water 
pumping power 
would 
more 
than 
amount to the sum required to make 
these payments, his estimate of the 
cost of installing the plant being |2, 
500,000. 
City Engineer Ericson op- 
poses the plan, and says that it might 
be well enough to depend on the elec- 
tricity derived from the water power to 
run the electric-lighting plant of tha 
city, but the system would be too liable 
to breakdowns to trust the water- 
works power to it. 
In case of a bad 
accident, he says, all the pumps would 
have to stop and the city would be left 
without water and at the mercy of any 
flra which might break out.

A HOUSEHOLD COMPORT. 


One of the necessities of a household 
Is a hot-water bag. For many aches 
and pains it gives relief and where 
there is a baby this bag is ever a com- 
fort in the crib and carriage. 


In preparing the bag for use boiling 
water should not be put in it, and 
neither should It be more than half 
filled. After the water is in It place 
the bag on your lap before putting in 
the stopper, and carefully press out 
the steam. This makes the bag softer, 
as it Is relieved of the pressure the 
steam makes. 


When not using the bag drain out 
the water, let it hang bottom side up 
for a little while, then take it down 
and with the mouth blow a little air 
into it, Just enough to keep the inside 
from coming together« as it will often 
do if there is no air in it, in which case 
the bag is quite sure to be ruined in 
pulling It apart 


If you have a bag that Is stuck to- 
gether put it into some hot water with 
a few drops of ammonia, let it remain 
a few minutes, then with a thin« dull- 
edged piece of wood, try to separate 
th® inside very carefully. Never fold 
a rubber bag after it has once been 
used. A flannel bag for covering the 
rubber bag is very useful.—New York 
American.

Scotch Cakes—Put into a bowl two 
cupfuls of sifted flour; rub in it three- 
fourths cup of butter; add one cupful 
of sugar and two eggs beaten, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon; mix thor- 
oughly; roll out on a floured board 
quite thin, and cut with a round cut', 
ter; place on a greased pan and bake 
In a moderate oven fifteen minutes, 


Cheese Omelet—Beat three eggs; add 
to them three tablespoontuls of milk, 
a pinch of salt and a little pepper; 
put one teaspoon of butter in the fry- 
ing pan; when melted turn in the 
omelet mixture; let cook slowly; when 
a crust has formed on the under side 
sprinkle thickly with gi-ated cheese, 
then fold in half and turn on a hot 
platter; sprinkle with chopped parsley 
or with grated cheese, and put In a hot 
oven until the cheese Is melted. 


Sweet Rice Croquettes—Steam three- 
fourths of a cup of rico In one pint 
of boiling water or half milk and water 
until very tender; add while hot one 
tablespoon of butter, two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and the beaten yolk of 
one egg; If too stifC add hot milk and 
season with salt; spread on a platter; 
when cold form into small 
hollow 
cakes, put in the centre of each a 
soft raisin or a piece of stewed prune, 
jelly or marmalade; fold in half; roll 
in crumbs, then in egg, then in crumbs 
again; fry In deep, hot fat a deep 
f)rown; drain on paper; arrange on a 
folded napkin and sprlxikle over poV' 
sugar.

THE SIMPLON TUNNEL. 


Two Year« More and th« Gigantic Un> 
dertaking Will Be Completed. 
The work on the Simplon tunnel is 
progressing rapidly on both sides of 
the Alps; about 4,000 workmen are em* 
ployed in the tunnel, and not less than 
6,000 on the Italian section of the road 
between Isella, at the mouth of the 
tunnel, and Arona, the present termin­ 
us of the railway running north from 
Milan. 
It is now practically certain 
that the road will be completed within 
the estimated time—that is to say, July 
1, 1905—^as nearly two-thirds of the 
tunnel was finished on July 1,1902, and 
the worst obstacles have already been 
met and mastered. 
The greatest of 
the impediments was the ever-increas­ 
ing heat in the tunnel, caused by the 
growing volume of water, which, al­ 
though it starts at the summit of the 
mountain, 6,000 feet above the line of 
railway, after percolating through 
beds of limestone becomes almost boil­ 
ing hot, and flows into the tunnel at a 
temperature of from 112 degrees to 
140 degrees Fahrenheit, rendering not 
only work but life impossible without 
resort to artificial means of refrigera­ 
tion.

Irish Moss Blanc. jiange—Soak half 
a cup of Irish moss fifteen minutes in 
cold water to cover; drain, pick over, 
put in the double boiler with one quart 
of milk; cook half an hour; add a 
pinch of salt and one and one-half tea- 
spoonfuls of vanila; fill Individual 
moulds and put in a cool place; when 
serving, turn out on a glass dish, gar­ 
nish with slices of banana and put a 
slice on each mould; serve with sugar 
and cream. 
Vanity Puffs—Heat one cup of milk 
to boiling point, add quickly and stir 
rapidly half a cup of flour; when boil­ 
ing should be stiff dough; let cool a 
little, add three eggs unbeaten one by 
one, beating well after adding each 
one, then add one tablespoonful of but­ 
ter melted: dip spoon into hot fat, take 
up some of tbe batter and drop into 
tbe fat, when brown lift with a skim­ 
mer on to paper, then roll in cinna­ 
mon and sugar mixed. 
Turnovers—Make a rich baking pow- 
3er biscuit crust, using water Instead 
of milk to moisten; roll out thin and 
cut Into rounds or squares. Fill with 
about a tablespoonful of cold cooked 
meat, well seasoned and flavored with 
a piquant sauce. Wet the edges, fold 
or double the paste, and press the 
edges tightly together. 
Brush each 
turnover with beaten egg, sprinkle 
ivlth crumbs and fry In deep fat same 
ns doughnuts, or merely brush with 
the beaten egg and bake in a quick 
oven for twelve or fifteen njinutes. 
Cream Mufiins—Put two cupfuls of 
sifted flour into a bowl; beat two eggs 
until very light; add to them two cup­ 
fuls of milk and one-half level tea­ 
spoonful of salt; pour thl.s mixture up­ 
on the flour and beat this very thor­ 
oughly; then add half a cup of cream 
and two level teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder; beat thoroughly; beat gem 
pans buttered; fill two-thirds full with 
tbe mixture and bake thirty minutes 
in a rather quick oven.

BIG BORE RIFLES AND SMALL: 


The Sin»ll in No Doubt Better For All- 


Bound Purposes. 


The old dispute between big bores 
and small bores is meaningless now* 
because the most killing guns are the 
high velocity nitro guns, which are 
all small bore compared with the blacli 
powder guns. The best all-round rifle 
is now the thirty-calibre niti'o, not be- 
cause it will do all that Is claimed for 
it, but because it makes so much fliat- 
ter a line to everything within reason- 
able distance than any black powder 
gun can do. The ball goes too much 
to pieces on some shots, and all that 
I have tried throw ten per cent, of 
balls wild, five slightly wild and five 
badly so.

The Hcnrlcbeubaric OabrI Iioek. 


A novel and unusually powerful 
elevator for lifting canal boats and 
barges from one level to another is 
situated at Henrichenburg, on the 
Dortmund-Ems Canal, in Germany. It 
is capable of lifting a canal boat of 
SCO tons burden a distance of about 
fifty-two feet la slightly over two 
minutes. 
The elevator itself, that is 
the trough in which the boat floats, 
Is about 229 feet long and twenty-eight 
feet wide. It is raised by a 150-hor6e- 
power electric motor, which rotates 
four vertical threaded shafts, one at 
each corner of the lift, and on each of 
which is a threaded traveling block 
supporting the trough. As these shafts 
are turned around by the motor the 
four blocks are drawn up along the 
threads, and carry the elevator along 
with them. Five floats in a tank be- 
neath the lock on which the elevator 
rests balance the weight of the trough 
and the water it contains, amounting 
in all to some 6000 or 7000 tons, so that 
the energy expended In raising and 
lowering is little more than that re- 
quired to overcome the friction. The 
lock-gates are operated by electric mo- 
tors. The electric generating plant is 
situated alongside the lock on the canal 
bank.

The 
electric plant is situated in a canyon 
thirteen miles from the city, where it 
is operated by a rapid stream, and in- 
vestigation showed that a bald eagle 
had become entangled in two of the 
wires in the canyon and short-circuited 
the current. Traffic was at a standstill 
and lights were out, while fifty men 
searched for the cause of the trouble. 


In bis balloon experiments, J. M. 
Bacon has been able to see the sea 
bottom from a height of 500 feet, all 
wavea seeming to be blotted out, with 
no apparent scattering of light from 
the surface. At 1000 feet or higher, all 
water, whether deep or not, seemed 
opaque. Photographs taken during the 
ascent on a clear day became gradually 
blurred until at 4000 feet good pictures 
were made impossible by the dust par- 
ticles that reflected the sunshine, the 
definition over water being better than

BRACING 
A F E N C E

One w a y to brace a fence post is de- 
scribed as follows:

A notch 
about two inches deep is cut in post 
a, to admit lower end of brace at ^ 


Around this a smooth wire is fastened 
to hold the brace In place. 
The brace 
^ is placed square upon brace b, and 
the top of d is spilled to the post.

Will give the wires an under draft, 
and as the draft is greater a t the top 
of the post it will cause the short brace 
to bear down on, the other, which will 
hold corner post in the ground.—W, B., 
In New England Homestead. 


BRINGING MILK TO STANDARD. 


The success of legal milk standards 
In regulating the general quality of 
milk in wholesale markets, 
suggests 
the possibility of fixing the commercial 
grades in such a way that a quart of 
milk shall be a s iairly uniform in com- 
position as a bushel of No, 1 elevator 
wheat or a ton of No. 1 hard stove coal. 
The plan which has been put in opera- 
tion by Illinois experts Is to test their 
milk by the Babcock method, and add- 
ing to or removing enough cream or 
fikimmilk to make the percentage legal 
standard. 
Thus the product will al- 
ways pass whatever the quality 
as 
given by the cow, and the consumer 
gets what he pays for; no more^ no 
less. 
Small producers, however, will 
not care to bother, and for them a sim* 
pie and usual method of getting some« 
where near a uniform product is to 
keep the quality idea in mind when 
buying new cows, and choosing ani- 
mal« which give rich milk or 
thin 
mllk^ wh^ch ever is needed to bring the 
milk 
average 
cIo£e to the desired 
standard«

One of the great improvements In 
modern beekeexjing is the use of smoke 
to calm the bees. Instead of killing 
them. 
In the up-to-date apiaries a lit- 
tle instrument for puffing smoke Is 
used. A slight smoking applied to the 
beeg when the hive Is opened and be* 
fore they have time to recover from 
their s u r p r i ^ 
enough 
to use 
tbeir 
stings, enables the skillful beekeeper 
to examine the combs, take them out, 
put them in, and in short to do as he 
pleaaeg without danger,—American Ag*

The 
finding 
of mastodon 
remains 
near Newburgh, N. Y., has already 
been noted. 
With these remains there 
were found large numbers 
of 
tree 
trunks both in t h e muck and In the 
marl beneath it, and in many cases the 
mastodon 
bones were found 
resting 
on the trees. 
Most of the trees were 
so rotten that it was impossible to ob- 
tain only small fragments. 
One spec- 
imen possesses curious interest. 
The 
tree was lying three fet below the sur- 
face, in muck, and was very soft and 
spongy; and not only on the surface, 
but clear through, was of a dark brown 
color, almost that of the muck, and per- 
haps colored by the muck. 
Its scien- 
tific Interest rests upon the fact that in 
sections it Is polygonal, while the flat 
faces of the trunk that make up the 
polygon vary in number from fourteen 
to sixteen, some of the faces merging 
Into one another at 
various 
points 
along the trunk. 
This piece of the 
tree la about three feet long, and when 
first dug out, about two months ago, 
was nearly nine inches thick at one 
end and six at the other; but It has 
shrunk on drying out, until now it 
measures five and three inches, respec- 
tively. 
No other pieces of this tree 
were found, although the adjoining lay- 
ers of muck were carefully dug over 
and examined, in hope of 
obtaining 
more of It. 
Several of the other trees 
showed while still wet the marks of the 
teeth of animals, and it has been sur- 
mised that this was the work of beav- 
ers, 
When dried, however, the tooth 
marks became less distinct, and tbeir 
study was, therefore, made dlAcult.
